AMERICA HELPS EUROPE TO WIN THE PEACE 
The Dawes and McKenna reports are now in the hands of th e. 
Reparation Commission and incidentally, before the Allied and 
German Governments to accept or reject. 
Of the two, it is, of | 
course, the first thing: that is of capital importance, representing, 
as it does, America’s contribution toward the recovery of Europe. 
The McKenna report, which deals with German capital abroad t 
and its availability for reparation payments, simply states the esti­ 
mated amounts—more than a billion and a half dollars—and sug­ 
gests that there is no better method of attracting it hack to Ger­ 
many than the adoption of the plan outlined by the Dawes com­ 
mittee. 
This plan is not presented for the benefit of one side or the 
other, nor is it designed primarily to help one Government against 
others. It is a blue print of a complicated piece of machinery that 
may be set up to take care of a huge financial problem growing 
out of the political situation made by the war. America, as leader 
in world finance, plays a part inevitable from the first, but long 
delayed by the exigencies of politics. 
lf Europe, by common consent of the nations involved, can 
take for granted the political status quo, the contemplated finan­ 
cial machinery can be put to work. If not ,the political shakedown 
brought on by futile German resistance and divisions among the 
Allies must continue to a lower abyss of general demoralization. 
The Dawes plan not only describes in full detail a piece of ma­ 
chinery that will produce German reparation payments for the 
Allies but also takes into account the raw material that must be 
fed into the hopper and the means of stalling the machinery go­ 
ing. 
The machinery is a gold bank in Germany, with sufficient 
capital to insure a German currency that can be used by the other 
nations—a currency that can be effectively converted into francs, 
pounds or dollars without loss. The material that will go into the 
hopper consists of interest bearing mortgages on German railways 
and industrial enterprises, pledges of revenues from certain other 
sources, such as customs ,and ordinary taxes. 
The payments that are made from any of these sources can 
be used by the 
Allied Governments either for buying German 
goods, for investment in Germany or by conversion, through the 
exchange market, into their own or other currency. Certain lim­ 
its are put upon the manner of use, in the interest of economic and 
financial stability. 
It is estimated that four years will elapse before the machin­ 
ery is turning at maximum force. But even during this time pay­ 
ments will be possible, partly through a foreign loan to the gold 
bank.

In case a child is not able to do 
regular grade work because of par­ 
tial deafness, the Department of Edu­ 
cation will approve a tutor for addi­ 
tional time. This service is not avail­ 
able for communities maintaining spe- 
cal classes for the deaf, but is used 
to lake care of the isolated cases in 
rural communities. 
The excess cost of every type of in­ 
struction is paid by the State Depart­ 
ment of Education. 
This aid is available for children of 
normal mentality, lf their mental con­ 
dition is doubtful, they may be given 
two or three months’ trial in special 
instruction in order to test their men­ 
tality.

RADIO AERIAL LAW 


Wheeling, W Va Aprnl 14—Council 
has 
passed 
unanimously the city’s 
first ordinance regulating erection of 
radio aerials. 
The ordinance requires 
a city permif before a resident may 
install a set. 
The new' regulations say antenna 
shall not cross over or under electric 
light or power wires carrying GOO or 
more volts, and all possibility of con­ 
tact must be avoided. 
Lead-in 
wires 
must be of 
R. 
C. 
copper, not smaller than No. 14 gauge. 
Lightning protectors are required, and 
these must, not be placed near gases, 
dust or other articles that are readily 
ignitable. 
The protective ground wire must 
be of copper and shall be soldered 
to a cold-water line or a one-inch gal­ 
vanized iron pipe driven six feet into 
the ground. 
The Superintendent of 
Lighting is given authority to grant 
permits if fully satisfied that require­ 
ments have been complied with. 
A 
permit may be revoked at any time. 
Fines up to $100, or a year in jail, 
may be placed against persons violat­ 
ing this ordinance.
